After remaining for an incalculable 
number of years nameless and cov- 
ered with grime, an apparently genu- 
ine Titian has been turned up in an 
antique shop in Berlin. 

The subject—one that Titian paint- 
ed more than once—ig “Venus, Cupid 
and the Organ Player,” and, though 
the Venus is evidently an idealized 
figure, the organist has been identi- 
fied as the youthful Philip, later Phil- 
ip II of Spain, and the Cupid as one 
of Titian’s own infant sons. 

Philip met Titian at Milan in 1548 
and again at Augsburg two years later, 
and so might have sat for the likeness, 
The painting, after treatment, proved 
to be in almost perfect preservation, 
and the blue of the sky in the back- 
ground is exceptionally intense.—The 
Living Age.
